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OBITUARY. 


It is with deep regret that the Council of the Auckland 
Institute and Museum record here the death of Mr. T. F. Cheese- 
man, who for nearly 50 years had held the double office of Curator 
of the Museum, and Secretary to the Institute. 

Mr. Cheeseman’s appointment dated from 1874, a time prior 
to the opening of the first part of the present buildings, and it 
is to his zeal and energy that is chiefly due the accumulation of 
the valuable collections of the Auckland Museum, and particu¬ 
larly of the unique collection illustrative of the history and 
customs of the Maori race. He had an extensive knowledge of 
all branches of the Natural History of the Dominion, whilst he 
was a generally recognised authority on Maori art and customs. 

Of Mr. Cheeseman’s scientific work in Botany, it is difficult 
to speak briefly. By his scientific explorations extending over 
50 years, he has made unrivalled additions to our knowledge of 
the plant life of the Dominion. 11 is Manual of the New Zealand 
Flora, published in 1906, was hailed with the utmost satisfaction 
by leading Botanists throughout the world, and a greatly en¬ 
larged edition, now in the press, will be found to enhance his 
reputation. As a scientific writer he was eminently judicious and 
temperate, and it was the confidence felt in the soundness of 
his work, even more than its great extent, which established his 
prestige as the foremost authority on the New Zealand Flora. Ilis 
scientific work received wide recognition during his life-time. He 
had long been a Fellow both of the Linnean Society and of the 
Zooiogical Society of London, and in 1918, received the Hector 
Medal from the New Zealand Institute, whilst the award of the 
Medal of the Linnean Society of London attests the high renown 
in which he was held in the scientific world outside the Dominion. 

To the Members of the Institute, and a wider public of the 
city and country districts, Mr. Cheeseman was endeared by his 
personal characteristics. Quiet and unassuming in manner, he 
received visitors with kindly courtesy, and seemed to take a 
delight in satisfying the frequent appeals for information on 
scientific subjects. 

One of his last labours was the preparation of details of 
requirements for exhibits in connection with the future War 
Memorial Museum. Fie entered into this with enthusiasm, and 
it is indeed a matter for deep regret, both to the Council and his 
many friends, that he was not spared to see the completion of 
the new Museum buildings which would have shed a crowning 
honour on the devoted labours of a life-time. ^ p yy y

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REPORT OF THE COUNCIL. 


The Report which the Council has now the honour to pre¬ 
sent to the members, marks the completion of the Fifty-Sixth year 
of the Society. 

MEMBERS.—Twenty-three new members have been elected 
since the last Annual Meeting. Against this, thirty-two 
have been removed from the roll—thirteen by death, and nine¬ 
teen by resignation or removal from the Provincial District. 
There is thus a nett loss of nine, the number of members at the 
present time being 448. 

It is w’ith deep regret that the Council records the passing 
of so many of its members, some of whom have been associated 
with the Institute for many years. 

The Council directs especial attention to the sad loss sus¬ 
tained not only by this Institute, but throughout the scientific 
world in the sudden death of its late deeply respected Curator, 
Mr. Thomas Frederic Cheeseman, F.L.S., F.Z.S., which took 
place on October the 15th of last year. An appropriate obituary 
notice, with a brief account of his long and active life is em¬ 
bodied in this report, and constitutes an affectionate tribute to 
his memory. 

Among others who have particular claims to remembrance, 
the name of Sir W. I I. Merries stands out prominently. A busy 
life prevented this gentleman from taking an active part in the 
affairs of the Institute, but that he fully appreciated the good 
work done by the Society is manifested by his bequeathing one 
thousand pounds to its funds. 

The death of Captain Gilbert Mair at Tauranga removes 
another familiar and valued member. As an able student of 
the Maori Race, he possessed a profound knowledge of the man¬ 
ners and customs of the Maoris of both past and present times. 
In his younger days, he built up a unique collection of ethno¬ 
graphical articles, which w'ere destined to form the nucleus of the 
great collections to be seen to-day in the Maori Hall of this 
Museum. He showed his attachment to the Auckland Province, 
his chosen home, and his interest in the Auckland Museum, by 
offering this fine collection at a price greatly below its market 
value, and to the time of his death, he took the keenest interest 
in the activities of the Society. 
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Another member to claim mention in his passing is the late 
Andrew Sinclair. Me was probably the oldest member of the 
Institute, and it is recorded that he attended the Winter Sessional 
Lectures to the close of his life. 

Dr. E. D. Mackellar, Mr. H. Dunbar Johnson, Mr. J. W. 
Tibbs, M.A., C.M.G., Mr. G. Aickin, Mr. G. Court, Mr. T. 
Mahoney, and Mr. A. Alison had also been long in association 
with the Institute, and by their passing the Society loses some 
of its most earnest supporters. 

FINANCE.—Full information respecting the financial posi¬ 
tion of the Institute can be obtained from the balance sheets 
appended to this report, but the following extract will doubtless 
be of use. The total revenue of the working Account, after deduct¬ 
ing the balance in hand at the beginning of the year, has been 
£1.810 4s. 5d. Last year the amount was £1,857 18s. 9d. On exam¬ 
ining the various items, it will be noted that the members’ sub¬ 
scriptions show a slight decrease from £413 14s. Od. to £401 13s. Od. 
The Museum Endowment has realised in rents and interest £832 
14s. Id., against £778 8s. Id. for the previous year. 

£355 15s. Od. has been derived from the invested funds of 
the Costley Bequest. Last year the amount was £434. 

The total expenditure for the year has been £1,634 3s. 7d, 
and the cash balance in hand is £416 12s. 7d. 

MEETINGS.—Seven meetings have been held during the 
year at which various lectures were delivered. The lecture on 
“ Colour in Nature." which was to have been given by Professor 
J. C. Johnson, on October the 15th. was unavoidably postponed 
on account of the death of Mr. Cheeseman, but Professor John¬ 
son has kindly consented to open the next Winter course with 
this lecture. 

One paper only has been received during the year for publica¬ 
tion in the “Transactions of the New Zealand Institute." This 
is regrettable, but is probably due to the fact that owing to 
pressure of work, and other unusual causes connected with the 
Government Printing Office in Wellington, no definite time can 
be stated for the appearance of Authors’ papers.

ANTHROPOLOGY AND MAORI RACE SECTION. 

Report of the Honorary Secretary and Treasurer, Mr. J. II. 
Hudson.—Under the Institute’s resolution adopted at the Annual 
Meeting of 1922, and in accordance with the late Curator’s Circu¬ 
lar issued in May of the same year, a meeting of this section was 
called, when, on the motion of Professor Johnson, seconded by 
Mr. C. A. Wilson, the section was duly formed on the 7th of 
August following. The undermentioned gentlemen were elected 
as Committee.—Dr. P. H. Buck, D.S.O., Chairman, with Pro¬ 
fessor J. (7 Johnson, II. Dunbar Johnson, L. T. Griffin, and Mr. 
George Graham, the last named gentleman acting as honorary 
secretary and treasurer. As the season was rather advanced, the 
Committee arranged for a short session of two lectures only, one 
by Dr. Buck, on " Maori Plaiting and Plaited Basketry,” on Sep¬ 
tember 11th, and another by Professor Johnson on “ Maori and 
Celtic Parallels,” on October the 9th. Both lectures were delivered 
to appreciative audiences, and created much interest in the press 
and elsewhere. 

From various causes, the first Annual Meeting of the Section 
did not assemble until June, 1923, when the same Committee was 
re-elected, Professor J. E. Johnson becoming Chairman for the 
ensuing year, Mr. J. II. Hudson, Honorary Secretary and Treas¬ 
urer, with Mr. Ivo Esam as Honorary Auditor.

The use of the Library, with lighting, has been allowed, free 
of charge, by the Council of the Institute in aid of the Section, 
but a small fee of five shillings per night was paid for services 
rendered by the Museum Caretaker. 

Most of the above lectures were delivered in the Institute 
Library, but the Council allows the Section to hold its meetings 
elsewhere if desired, so that the general public and associate 
members might be admitted to such meetings without being mem¬ 
bers of the Institute. In accordance with this rule, the lectures 
given by Professor Johnson. Dr. Fox, and Mr. R. W. Firth, were 
delivered in the Biological Theatre of the Auckland University 
College. 

The Committee received the thanks of the City Council for 
the aid offered to the Chief Librarian with regard to the valuable 
Grey MSS. in Maori recently returned from South Africa. 

The Committee also conferred with the Rev. Dr. Fox with 
regard to his Dictionary of the pure, but archaic Polynesian of 
San Cristoval, arranging that the author should forward, on 
occasion, completed sections of his work for preservation. 

It is satisfactory to record here that the appreciation shown 
alike by members and the general public towards the Section 
is a good indication that its objects and aims are being fully 
realised. 

LIBRARY.—The amount expended over the Library during 
the year has been £166 2s. Od. About £60 has been devoted to 
the purchase of books which have already been received, while 
the remainder has been absorbed by the cost of periodicals sub¬ 
scribed to by the Institute, and by binding. 

The principles of economy adopted by the Library Commit¬ 
tee last year, owing to the cost of periodicals and binding and the 
small space now available in the Library for additional books, 
are still being enforced, but this state of affairs will be discon¬ 
tinued as soon as possible. 

The usual presentations and exchanges have been received 
from foreign Societies, and the magazines and serial publications 
subscribed to by the Institute, a list of which will be found 
annexed hereto, have been regularly received during the year, 
and have been available for the use of members. 
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MUSEUM.—With the exception of the usual few days re¬ 
served for cleaning and re-arrangement, the Museum has been 
open to the public daily throughout the year. The attendance of 
visitors compares well with past records. Taking the attendance 
for Sundays and the nine chief holidays for the year, the register 
kept by the Caretaker shows that 27,133 people entered the build¬ 
ing on those days. This shows an advance on last year’s record 
for the same number of days which was 25,854. The greatest 
attendance on any one day was 995 on April the 2nd. The attend¬ 
ance on ordinary week days is usually good, and at the various 
holiday seasons often very large, but, owing to the absence of 
recording mechanism, it is impossible to keep proper count. A 
comparison with past reports shows a falling off in the Sunday 
and holiday attendance for the last two or three years. This, 
however, is not due to waning public interest in the Museum, 
but solely to the fact that nowadays there are so many varied 
outdoor counter attractions. 

The Museum Buildings have been maintained in as good 
a state of repair as possible. Several leakages in the roof, and 
other minor defects of the inside walls have been attended to. 
Owing to the age of the roof, trouble is often experienced during 
heavy rains, but so far these have not produced any very serious 
effect on the specimens or internal fittings. 

The magnificent herbarium representing the life’s work of 
the late Curator, and bequeathed by him to the Museum, was 
handed over by his executors shortly after his demise. This has 
now been removed, together with the cases in which it was con¬ 
tained, and by kind permission of the City Council, is now safely 
stored in a special room at the Town Hall, pending its final 
removal to, and arrangement in, the new War Memorial Museum. 

The Council of the Institute have placed this valuable col¬ 
lection of plants under the care of Mr. D. Petrie, M.A., Ph. D., 
F.N.Z. Inst., whose personal knowledge of the collection and the 
methods employed for its preservation by the late Mr. Cheese- 
man, will ensure its being well maintained. 

The additions received at the Museum during the year 
compare favourably with past records. A full list will be found 
in the appendix, but a few special articles may be referred to 
here;—two ancient and elaborately carved Maori Burial Chests, 
presented by Mr. Vernon Reed; a fine collection of 109 ethno¬ 
graphical articles, mostly of Australian origin, the gift of Dr. 
T. W. Leys; 3 taiahas; a splendidly jewelled Turkish scimitar 
.and other valuable foreign ethnographical articles, from Mr. IT 
E. Vaile, obtained during his recent visit to Europe; a bronze 
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statuette of the Egyptian God Osiris, probably dating back to 
the XXth Dynasty, about B.C. 1,200, the gift of Mr. C. Arnold; 
an elaborately carved Maori flute, one of the finest examples 
known, purchased; a small, but richly carved Pare or Korupe, 
with other ethnographical articles, from Mr. John Kenderdine; 
about 40 specimens of Maori and foreign ethnographical articles 
from Mr. Walter Wright; and a rare type of Maori stone mere 
dug up in the Taranaki District with several other interesting 
objects, presented by Mr. George Graham. 

NEW MUSEUM WAR MEMORIAL BUILDING.—Since 
the last report, the Citizens’ Committee has energetically ad¬ 
vanced the canvass for funds, with the result that the amount 
has been raised to £160.000. The architects are well forward 
with the preparation of plans, and it is expected that the Citi¬ 
zens’ Committee will be in a position to call for tenders for the 
building at an early date. There are several questions, however, 
regarding future administrative matters which must be consid¬ 
ered before a heavy obligation of the character involved in the 
contract for the new building can be definitely entered into. 
These questions will be fully considered by your Council, and 
it is anticipated that arrangements of a character to enable the 
future to be faced with confidence may be made. In the mean¬ 
time there is little more that can be added, in as much as the 
position has been fully covered in the last two Annual Reports, 
and the interests which are represented by this movement are 
understood by all. 

The Council has to report in conclusion, that it has appointed 
Mr. G. E. Archey. M.A., O.B.E.. Assistant Curator of the Canter¬ 
bury Museum, Christchurch, to the position of Secretary and Cur¬ 
ator of the Institute and Museum. Mr. Archey will take up his 
duties at an early date. Mr. L. T. Griffin, F.Z.S., has been appoint¬ 
ed Assistant Curator. 

'lour Council look forward with confidence to the future 
work of this staff in connection with the opening of the New 
Museum, and the continuous advancement of the interests com¬ 
mitted to its care. 

The best thanks of the Institute are tendered to Mr. S. Gray, 
who for many years has served the Institute in the capacity of 
Honorary Auditor.
